The American people have made their choice between two 
distinguished citizens for the highest office within the gift of 
man. Thev have spoken emphatieally—in what is perhaps the 
greatest landslide ever experienced in American politics. 
Franklin D. Rocsevelt is their choice to guide the destinies of 
the country throughout the coming four years. Mr, Roosevelt 
was not our choice for the office—he was not the choice of the 
local community, as the vote here shows. However, he has 
been elected by an impressive vote and he will be the President 
of the whole people—and as such should have, and in most in- 
stances will have, the cooperation of our citizens in every good 
and worthy effort he shows to faithfully discharge the duties 
of his great office. No hindrance should be placed in his way 
to speed the time of normal conditions throughout the country 

The people have registered dissatisfaction with conditions 
as they exist today, in spite of the fact that the present admin 
istration, largely through the instrumentality of President 
Hfoover, has already paved the way for better things, as con- 
ditions have shown improvement the past few months.

An Ordinance Regulating and 
Preventing the Discharging or 
Use of Fireworks, and Provid- 
ing «a Penalty Therefor. 
The City Council of the City of 


Section One. It is hereby made 
unlawful for any person to fire, | 
shoot, set off or explode within 
the City of Upland in the County 
of San Bernardino and State of 
California any firecracker, squib, 
torpedo, rocket or other fireworks, 
or noise-making explosive  sub- 
stance, including blank cartridges, 
or anything containing any pro- 
portion of chloride of potash, or 
any mixture of sulphur or salt- 
peter or any powder or sub- 
stances of an explosive nature. 
The provisions of this ordinance 
are particularly intended to apply 
to any and all noise-making ex- 
plosive instrumentalities com- 
monly used on the Fourth of July. 
This instrument may be cited as 
the Fourth of July Ordinance, but 
nevertheless is applicable to all 
days and seasons of the year. 

Section Two. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to sell, give away, 
canvass or solicit orders for the 
sale of any torpedoes, rockets, 
firecrackers, squibs or other fire 
works in the City of Upland.
